Police seek man 
who 'held pram' 

POLICE are looking for a man who 
complimented a woman’s baby and then 
took hold of her pram. 

The incident happened shortly after 
6.30pm last Tuesday near the Tesco 
Express in Middleton Road, Banbury. 

The woman pushed away a man, 
described as Asian and believed to be 
aged between 25 and 30, who put his 
hand on the pram which was carrying her 
child. 

He is said to be of slim build and was 
wearing a red woolly hat and a black 
coat. 

Since the incident additional patrols 
have been taking place in the area. 

Investigating officer Det Insp Steve 
Raffield, from Banbury Force CID, said: 
“This incident was concerning for the 
woman as she believed the man may 
have been trying to take the baby away. 
He did not touch the child during the 
incident. 

“We are investigating the 
circumstances and I am keeping an open 
mind about what happened. This may 
have been a misunderstanding or could 
have been a deliberate attempt to take 
the baby. 

“I would also like to appeal to the man 
involved to come forward so that we can 
establish the facts in relation to what 
happened. 

“I recognise incidents of this nature can 
be concerning to people locally, however 
additional patrols are taking place in the 
area and if anyone has any concerns or 
information they can approach and 
speak to a police officer.”

Family of patient who has 
dementia tell of harrowing 
time at overflowing Horton

AN ELDERLY woman with de¬ 
mentia was left waiting for a 
cubicle for more than 14 hours 
at the Horton General Hos¬ 
pital’s overflowing A&E last 
week. 

Brenda Mountford, who turns 78 
tomorrow, was rushed to the Ban¬ 
bury hospital at 10.30pm last Fri¬ 
day after a fall at home. 

Her daughter-in-law Amanda 
Mountford recounted the harrow¬ 
ing wait she and her family then 
endured as Oxfordshire’s hospi¬ 
tals remain on high alert. 

Amanda, 50, who kept a diary of 
the events, said: “I called the hos¬ 
pital at 1.30am and she was still in 
an ambulance outside A&E. 

“She was freezing cold. The safe¬ 
ty bars were crushing her. They 
had to keep turning the ambu¬ 
lance on for the heating.” 

Finally Brenda, who the family 
suspected had suffered a stroke 
and was unable to walk, was trans¬ 
ferred to a temporary bed in a cor¬ 
ridor at 1.45am. 


Amanda said: “The corridors 
were four-a-side. All the cubicles 
were full, the waiting room was 
full. 

“We went back on Saturday after¬ 
noon at about 1pm and they were 
just putting her in a cubicle in the 
Emergency Assessment Unit. She 
is still there now.” 


Since December 19, all sites run 
by Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust have been 
on the second-highest alert for op¬ 
erational pressures. 

It means hospitals are experienc¬ 
ing serious problems with patient 
flow and handovers from South 
Central Ambulance Service are 


‘significantly compromised’. 

Amanda said: “On Friday it was 
manic. There were three ambu¬ 
lances outside and they all had el¬ 
derly people in. 

“One of the paramedics I was 
talking to said one pensioner had 
been waiting in the ambulance 
since 8pm that night. 

“It’s just dreadful. We are wor¬ 
ried to death. They’ve got no beds. 
How are they possibly going to 
keep up?” 

A growing population, busy and 
closed GP practices, and under¬ 
staffed hospitals have been cited 
as main reasons for sustained 
pressure across the NHS this win¬ 
ter. 

But Amanda, who grew up in 
Horton View opposite the hospital, 
said: “I have never known it to be 
like this.” 

OUH Chief Nurse Catherine 
Stoddart said: “The emergency de¬ 
partments at both the Horton and 
John Radcliffe Hospitals have been 
experiencing major pressures and 
OUH staff are working incredibly 
hard to ensure patient flow. 

“We would like to remind people 
across Oxfordshire to stop and 
consider all the options available 
to them before deciding to go to 
an Emergency Department, so 
that patients with the most urgent 
needs can be treated more quick¬ 
ly”

Help us save our 
historic theatre

A CALL for the community 
to revive a theatre in Ban¬ 
bury dating back more than 
100 years has been made by 
residents objecting to hous¬ 
ing plans. 

Proposals to turn The Grand 
Theatre, built in Broad Street in 
1911, into flats and shops were 
submitted to councillors in De¬ 
cember and sparked a campaign 
to save it. 

Community group Friends of 
the Grand Theatre has urged 
people to respond online before 
the consultation closes today 
and help with a restoration plan. 

Member Rob Kinchin-Smith 
said: “The proposal is to hollow 


out the building to create 12 flats 
and two retail units. Essentially 
only the fagade would remain as 
an acknowledgement to its 100- 
year history. 

“Of course, as well as reduc¬ 
ing our historic art deco cinema 
to a fagade, the application also 
entails the loss of a large and 
versatile, purpose-built perfor¬ 
mance space of exactly the type 
and scale so desperately needed 
by the local community, local 
performers and local audiences. 

“The huge support for the 
friends, including support from 
almost every local performance 
group, indicates there is a huge 
appetite for just the sort of com¬ 
munity hub and performance 
space The Grand could be.” 

The building started as a 500- 
seat theatre. It nearly doubled in 
size in 1935 to become a 950-seat 
Egyptian-themed cinema, before 
30 years of being used as a bingo 
hall, a nightclub and most re¬ 
cently the Wonder Lounge.

Council alert 
over flytipping 

RESIDENTS have been reminded 
to make proper use of recycling 
banks after a heap of carrier bags 
full of rubbish were found dumped 
in North Oxfordshire. 

Cherwell District Council has 
warned people of the 
consequences of leaving waste 
near recycling banks and not in 
them. 

It comes after the council said a 
resident was fined £75 for 
flytipping outside the former 
Admiral Holland pub in Banbury. 

Cherwell District Council lead 
member for clean and green 
Debbie Pickford said: “It may seem 
relatively harmless to drop off 
carrier bags of unsorted waste at 
recycling banks, but such littering 
blights an important resource for 
those who are making the effort to 
help the environment by recycling. 

“Cherwell actively pursues 
flytippers and will be making full 
use of the fixed penalty notice 
powers it adopted last October.” 

The council can now issue fines 
up to £250 for a small offence since 
the new policy came into force.

for the 1,000 volunteers across

Although the trust said it 
was not looking to recruit im¬ 
mediately, the open day was an 
opportunity for people to find 
out more about how the trust 
worked. 

Childminder Suzanne Ware- 
ham, from Kidlington, said she 
had come down to see what vol¬ 
unteering opportunities were 
available. 

She said: “I’m thinking about 
being a community first re¬ 
sponder, as I think I would really 
enjoy it. 

“It is helping people out and

Man jailed for 
a knife attack 
on his brother

A MAN who slashed 
his brother’s face with 
a makeshift knife made 
out of a toothbrush and 
a razor blade has been 
jailed for five-and-a-half 
years. 

Joshua Derosa admitted 
attacking Lewis Derosa on 
his sibling’s doorstep after 
the pair had an abusive 
argument on the phone on 
September 22 last year. 

The 22-year-old defend¬ 
ant, of Clarks Row, Ox¬ 
ford, stormed round to his 
brother’s flat in Banbury 
and slashed him with his 
self-fashioned weapon af¬ 
ter the victim answered the 
front door at about 6pm, 
Oxford Crown Court heard 
on Friday 

Derosa’s brother needed 
eight stitches to the left 
side of his face, which pros¬ 
ecuting barrister Jonathan 
Stone said would leave a 
permanent scar.

Sentencing Derosa, who 
had 19 previous convic¬ 
tions for a total of 41 of¬ 
fences, recorder Andrew 
Burrows QC said Derosa’s 
attack was “clearly pre¬ 
meditated”. 

He said the slash with the 
weapon left a “deep cut” 
on his brother’s face and 
added an “aggravating fac¬ 
tor” in sentencing Derosa 
was the fact he committed 
the crime while serving a 
16-month licence period for 
a previous conviction of 
actual bodily harm in 2015. 

Mr Stone told the court 


how the brothers did not 
have a good relationship. 

He added: “The com¬ 
plainant says the last time 
he saw the defendant was 
about a year before this in¬ 
cident. 

“They had an argument 
on the phone and he says 
they were quite abusive on 
both sides. It resulted in the 
complainant hanging up on 
the defendant.” 

Defence barrister Gra¬ 
ham Bennett told the court 
a comment made to the de¬ 
fendant about his deceased 
child during the phone ar¬ 
gument “wrangled” him, 
adding Derosa acknowl¬ 
edged his culpability and 
responsibility for what 
happened. Derosa admit¬ 
ted one count of wounding 
with intent and one count 
of possessing an offensive 
weapon. 

He was sentenced to five 
years and six months im¬ 
prisonment for the wound¬ 
ing offence, and 12 months, 
to run concurrent, for pos¬ 
sessing the weapon.

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Day centres axe 
plan sparks fears 


Mounting concerns that 
bid to close 14 of the 22 
locations will disrupt lives

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
close 14 daytime support cen¬ 
tres for the elderly and disa¬ 
bled could be pushed through 
within weeks. 

The changes would see the 
number of centres funded by 
Oxfordshire County Council fall 
from 22 to eight, saving about 
£3.14m a year by 2019. 

Cash-strapped bosses insist it 
will put the service on a “solid 
footing”, but there are concerns 
it could disrupt the lives of peo¬ 
ple with disabilities and make it 
harder for some elderly people to 
reach centres. 

Rachael Scott-Hunter, from 
Chesterton, said council guaran¬ 
tees that services would continue 
in different buildings “missed 
the point”. 

She and husband Ian care for 
their wheelchair-bound daugh¬ 
ter Alexandra, 44, who had a 
brain haemorrhage after birth 
and now suffers from a series of 
severe disabilities, including an 
inability to talk and partial sight.

They currently take her to the 
Kidlington Day Centre but the 
changes would mean going to one 
in Bicester instead, where Alex¬ 
andra could be separated from 
friends and staff she knows. 

Mrs Scott-Hunter, 70, said: “We 
want to give our daughter the 
best possible life, but caring for 
her is already stressful and as 
you get older it takes its toll. 

“Working with Alexandra is 
very specialised and it takes her 
months to become comfortable 
with the carers because she has 
severe anxiety problems. 

“We are up two to four times 
every single night to help her and 
her time at the day centres gives 
us important respite. 

“It is also so important to know 
we can leave her there and trust 


the staff. The county council 
talks about making these deci¬ 
sions but I don’t think they un¬ 
derstand the extra stress it will 
cause.” 

About 700 adults currently use 
the council’s day centres, includ¬ 
ing those with disabilities, men¬ 
tal health problems, dementia 
and the frail elderly 

The council said it will con¬ 
tinue to provide services for peo¬ 
ple with assessed needs and that 
self-funding users would pay the 
same rates as those it supports 
after the changes. But it says it 
cannot afford to keep funding the 
current £9.3m service, which in¬ 
cludes 22 centres. 

Under the new plans, this would 
fall to £6.16m by 2019 and there 
would only be eight centres, in 
Abingdon, Banbury, Bicester, 
Didcot, Oxford, Wallingford, Wit¬ 
ney and Wantage. The new pro¬ 
posed budget is about £225,000 
more than the original one, and 
includes extra grant funding for 
charities to bid for, with about 
£650,000 of ‘transition funding’ 
also set to be made available. 

Judith Heathcoat, cabinet 
member for adult social care, 
said: “We are confident that the 
new services will provide tai¬ 
lored support to meet needs.” 

The changes will be considered 
at a council cabinet meeting on 
Tuesday. 



UNBELIEVABLE as it might 
seem to some, these 
cheeky chicks are so rare in 
Oxfordshire that their 
appearance attracted a 
crowd of feather fanciers, 
brandishing telescopic 
lenses, tripods and tea. 

In fact they are 
waxwings, Bombycilla 
garrulus - a species last 
seen in Oxfordshire five 
years ago. 

This photograph was 
snapped last week in New 
Marston, Oxford, by 
birdwatcher Hugh Jaeger, 
who explained why 
everyone was getting so 
twitchy about the avian 
arrivals. 

He said: "Waxwings 
spend each summer in 
Scandinavia and Russia 


and each winter in Britain. 

"Their winter range 
doesn't usually include 
Oxfordshire - mostly they 
stick to eastern and central 
Scotland, northern 
England and the east coast 
of England, but once every 
few years they spread 
much further west and 
south. 

"Their last major visit to 
Oxfordshire was in the 
winter of 2012-13, and this 
year is another waxwing 
winter." 

Mr Jaeger said the birds 
were first spotted in 
Crowmarsh Gifford near 
Wallingford on January 4, 
then in Banbury on January 
6 and turned up in New 
Marston on Sunday. 

A few birdwatchers 


arrived in Marston Road to 
see the visitors on Monday, 
but by Wednesday the 
numbers had grown, and 
several set up their 
cameras with tripods and 
huge lenses. 

Mr Jaeger said: "After 
midday, working people 
used their lunch break to 
come and see the birds, 
and more than a dozen of 
us were all huddled in a 
group a short distance 
from the waxwings' little 
rowan tree. 

"I hope New Marston 
residents don't mind all the 
birdwatchers - some 
residents certainly seem 
amused. One passer-by 
stopped and used her 
phone to take a photo of 
the birdwatchers."

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Stricter rules 
for cabbies 
take effect 

NEW rules for taxi firms which 
include mandatory safeguarding 
training for every driver came 
into force last week in Cherwell. 

The new licensing policy agreed 
by Cherwell District Council 
makes it compulsory for all 
drivers to take the 'fit and proper 
person' test to better safety 
standards. 

Cherwell District Council lead 
memberfor public protection 
Tony llott said: "The aim of this 
new policy is to ensure the safety 
of residents and visitors using 
taxis in and around the district. 

"Taxis and private hire vehicles 
regularly transport passengers 
who may be vulnerable, including 
children and those under the 
influence of alcohol, so it is 
essential our policy meets the 
highest standards to safeguard 
both passengers and drivers. 

"With these enhanced checks 
and regulations, the general 
public can have greater 
confidence in using taxi drivers 
that have been thoroughly 
trained and vetted to ensure they 
are fit for purpose." 

The new rules came into force 
on Monday, January 9, for both 
private hire and Hackney 
Carriages. 

It also includes new spoken 
English tests and stricter use of 
criminal records as any applicants 
convicted of serious offences will 
be refused. 

The period of good behaviour 
required after convictions is also 
raised from three to 10 years. 


Road users call for action 
over pothole blackspots

the worst-affected areas 
on National Pothole Day

ROAD users across the 
county flagged up pothole 
blackspots and called for 
action to tackle the worst 
ones on National Pothole 
Day on Monday. 

To mark the day the RAC called 
on people to report the road de¬ 
fects using a new app. 

The motoring organisation 
said it had seen a 24 per cent in¬ 
crease in the number of pothole- 
related call-outs in the last three 
months of 2016. 

And in Oxfordshire people 
said more work was needed to 
tackle the problem. 

Kennington villager Gary 
Trafford, 64, complained to Ox¬ 
fordshire County Council about 


a pothole outside his home that 
was fixed just before Christmas. 

But he said a “crumbling” 
patch of tarmac next to the hole 
was ignored by council workers 
when they filled it in, eventually 
deteriorating into another pot¬ 
hole. 

He said: “It was literally right 
next to it, they could have fixed 
it all in one go but I’ve had to call 
them out again. 

“There are pushbikes swerv¬ 
ing to miss it; it’s quite a big 
hole. It’s deep enough to damage 
a bicycle.” 

Other readers got in touch 
about roads that need attention. 

John Batey said Marston Road 
in Oxford was a blackspot, while 
Derek Bradshaw nominated 
Green Road and Abingdon Road 
in Didcot. 

Neelum Ali said: “There are a 
lot of potholes on the footpath 
along Donnington Bridge Road 
in Oxford between Swinburne 
Road and Abingdon Road. I use a 
mobility scooter and the state of 
the footpath is really bad.” 


Kimberley Brain said her 
wheel had been damaged by a 
pothole on the A361. 

County council spokesman 
Martin Crabtree said: “Our road 
conditions on the whole are 
in line with national averages 
- there is absolutely nothing 
unique about Oxfordshire. 

“We work all year round and 
all hours to maintain our roads 
and fix potholes.” 

Last week, the Department for 
Transport revealed the council 
would receive £19.4m for road 
maintenance in the next finan¬ 
cial year, with £1.3m specifically 
for potholes. 

The news was welcomed by 
Witney MP Robert Courts. 

He said: “The state of our 
roads is consistently raised by 
local residents and remains a 
great source of frustration. 

“This funding is welcome news 
for families and businesses who 
rely on our roads.”

‘Elected mayor must be a referee’ 


AN ELECTED mayor of Oxfordshire 
will need to be prepared to referee 
rows betweens councils, the 
leader of one local authority has 
said. 

Speaking last Thursday, Bob 
Price said proposals for the role 
were yet to be fully agreed but 
that anyone would be able to 
stand as a candidate in elections. 

The leader of Oxford City Council 
was giving evidence to its scrutiny 
committee, which recently 
published a review of options for 
devolution - the process of 
clawing back powers from 
Westminster. Mr Price told the 


committee: "It would be good to 
get someone as mayor who is not 
a political party hack and who can 
really project Oxfordshire's 
potential." 

He suggested "someone like 
Lord Drayson", the businessman, 
amateur racing driver and former 
Labour minister who owns 
Kidlington-based firm Drayson 
Racing Technologies. Mr Price 
added: "It should be someone 
who can be politically neutral and 
who can act as an arbitrator 
between local authorities and take 
a professional perspective." 

His comments came ahead of 


crunch talks between council 
leaders, who are hoping to agree a 
devolution proposal. They are 
expected to put forward plans for 
a mayor who would lead a 
combined authority with powers 
over transport, housing and skills 
funding for training and further 
education colleges. 

It is hoped that in return the 
Government will guarantee 
hundreds of millions of pounds in 
funding for major schemes. 

The proposal has so far been 
supported in principle by all five of 
the district councils and 
Oxfordshire County Council.

HOME is where the heart is, but 
when memories of that place of 
sanctuary are cruelly stolen at 
an early age, can you truly be at 
peace?

The five-year-old 
idolises his 12-year-old brother 
Guddu (Abhishek Bharate) and 
the two boys embark on a night¬ 
time excursion to the local 
railway station. 

A horrible twist of fate 
separates the children and 
Saroo is trapped aboard a train, 
which heads 1,600km east to the 
bustling shanty towns of 
Calcutta. 

Unable to speak the language, 
the boy eventually meets Saroj 
Sood (Deepti Naval), who runs 
the Indian Society for 
Sponsorship and Adoption and 
places him with adoptive 
parents John and Sue Brierley 
(David Wenham, Nicole 
Kidman) in Hobart, Tasmania. 

Many years later, Saroo (now 
played by Patel) is enrolled on a 
course at the Royal Melbourne 
College of Hotel Management 
and casually confesses details of 
his past to other Indian students.
